others it U impouible to acquire facility 
and bandinoag in the use of tools. Mod- 
ern ingenuity ban talked itself to make 
up to a Buffering world for the incapacity 
and negligence of people who never cloie 
the door by a application of weights or 
.springs that will automatically do what 
ttyery man, woman and child ought to do 
ins'inctively. 
But these appliances 


themselves shirk their duties and they 
*re not susceptible of universal applica- 
tion. 


There ought to be a thorough course 


(if instruction in our schools in the art of 
shutting doors. The first lesson would 
inculcate the elemental and simple duty 
iUelf. Bojs and girls shonld be kept 
passing a doorway, each one opening 
and flowing the door for himself and her- 
self until not a mother's son of them 
could leave a door ^jar. Then the finer 
features of the accomplishment might be 
introduced. There are people who al- 
ways slam a door; there a» others who 
hold it open, and close it BO slowly that 
ii whole procession of diseases, incfadlag 
colds in the head, catarrh, sore throat, 
dililheria, in [lamination of the'.lunga and 
the epi/.ootic can march through and the 
mercury of the thermometer haa time to 
get down into his boots. 


But without becoming too laatiJiotm, 


it is important that every one should be 
taught to close the door and fasten it in 
Home way. The amount of time a pro- 
fessional man spends, and the distance 
he travels in h''a oOlce, in jumping up 
and closing the door after people who 
neglect that duty would astonish one 
who had not given the matter thought. 
He kiml enough to shut that door.

;oods, has been to buy only .for nume 
liate neceisities, and the consequence 
las been the exhaustion oi' stocks all 
around, the in mufacturers wisely re- 
rainmg iioui making up goods for 
which li\cy had no orders. This state 
of things ended before the close of Oc- 
tober, however, and some premonitions 
ot activity n ere observable in the inar- 
tets tor certain clastes of goods. These 
were kfollowed 
by large purchases of 


wool, especially ot Colorado and other 
carpet wools, leaving the market bare 
of stocks of wool of that grade. This 
bad the effect to impart firmness to all 
prices, and to relieve the carpet and 
hosiery manufacturers from their pro- 
tracted dullness, and they are now more 
decisively active than they were last 
year at this time. 


The manufacturers of ordinary cot- 


ton and woolen goods have been stead-

The American Builder thus sums 


up the qualities of agood grindstone: 
It should be strong, simple, and 
clean; the trough expanded, to catch 
as much as possible of the drip 
water and grit; a moveable shield, 
securely hinged, to keep the water 
from splashing, and yet permit the 
stone to be used from either side; 
rests provided, upon which to reel 
tools and the rod for trueiug the 
stone, these rods being arranged to 
move toward the centre as the stone 
wears smaller. The bearings should 
be generous in size, proper provision 
being made for oiling without washr 
ing the grit into the bearings with 
the oil, and the ends of the bewings 
being protected by 
some devise 


which effectually prevents the en- 
trance of the grit. 
Thestone should 


be secured to the shaft by nuts awl 
wishers, and the washers fixed so 
that they cannot turn with the nuts 
as they are screwed up or unscrewed. 
la hanging the stone, great care 
should be taken to hang it true side- 
wise, not only for convenience in 
using, but because a stoae that is not 
true sidewise can never be kept true 
edgewise.
